COURT REVERSES ITSELF. 



Court of Appeals Affirms Order of 
the Mason Circuit Court 



Oa Saturday the Court of Appeals, Judge 
Hobeon writing the optoloa, ainmied the 
judgment of the Mason Circuit Court In the 
case of Andrew Swice's Administratrix against 
the Maysville and Big Sandy Railroad Com- 
pany, withdrawing a former opinion of reversal 
in order to do so. 

The suit w.w against the May-<ville and Big 
.'■'andy Company and the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Company to reeovnr daaiagaa for the death of 
Swioe. 

Tlie totter Company petitioaed the Court for 

a removal of the c.^se to tlie United .'^tates 
Court, the decedent having Wen to its employ, 
and that Company being the leiaaa of the 
Mayaville and Big Sandy Road. 

The Court below so ordered. 

The action of the Appellate Court follows 
a recant decision uf the United iitates Su- 
prenaa Oaurt as to fore ^^corporatlo na.

We have 
a spoclal jiropoaition to present to the munici- 
pality for constructioB aad autotaaaaoe of a 
Bewerage system. 

Our plan is new. 

Following is an outline of the prnpo.'<ition: 
Upon consideration of receivin); u franchise 
for a sewerage system ia vour city, with all 
rights of construction, malntrnance, making 
connections, building catch IwBins and all utber 
appurtenances, we will pat to a ayatam frae of 
charge to the city. 

Our remuneratioB is to ba aecared from in- 
dividuals, corporations and linns for the privi- 
lege of connecting to our mains. 

This plan haa been adopted by some cities, 
and it has, beyond a dount, proven the most 
satisfactory and economical ivstem of sewer- 
age that could be secured. Thia plan relieves 
the eitv of a large outlay and given It the op- 
portunity of having perfect sewerage for its 
own use at a nominal cost. 

Another important fartor in f.ivor of thia 
plan is, that the matter of taxing the citizens 
IS completely eliminated, for the people who 
are not in a position to use seweraijge connec- 
tions are not taxed to pay for connection.'! 
used by .'«ome large hotel or corjmrationti; in 
other words, each citizen pay.-i for what he nets.

DAMAGE SUIT AFFIRMED. 



Verdict Sustained in a Case Against 
the Maysville Gas Company. 

The Court of .\ppfal.< Friday, by Judge 
Barker, affirmed the Mason Circuit Court in the 
( ade uf the Maysvillo Gaa Coapai^ n. baae 
Tfaomaa'a Adminiatrator. 

Thomas, a (Ifteen-year-old boy, was killed by 
a live wire of the Maysville Street Railway 
Company, to which the appellant furnished 
electricity. 

On a former appeal a judgment agaiaat the 
Companies jointly for $.~,.')00 was rereraed, 
and on a ,<eton'l trial a judgment for $5,000 
again.st the appellant wan rendered. 

The Appellate Court holda that it was the 
duty of appellant to know that the wires were 
not ao hong as to endanger life, and suataina the 
vardict ia faror ti qipallae.
